They  are  requested  not  to  make  any  remarks  upon  the 
personal  appearance  of  the  Pupils  in  their  hearing,  or  to 
offer  money  to  any  Pupil  or  Servant  of  the  Institution. 

Boxes  are  provided  for  receiving  any  Contributions  to  be 
distributed  as  rewards  to  the  Pupils ; also  a Book  for 
entering  any  Donation  or  Annual  Subscription  which 
Visitors  may  be  disposed  to  give  to  tlie  Institution.

REPORT. 


During  the  year  ending  with  December,  1877,  many 
important  changes  have  been  made  in  the  modes  of 
instructing  and  employing  the  pupils  in  this  Asylum. 
These  changes  your  Committee  wish  to  report  somewhat 
in  detail,  convinced  that  the  information  will  be  inter- 
esting to  those  who  take  pleasure  in  promoting  the 
welfare  of  the  Blind. 

It  has  been  considered  in  many  of  the  best  Asylums 
for  the  Blind,  both  in  England  and  on  the  Continent, 
that  for  young  pupils,  whether  boys  or  girls,  time  is 
better  employed  in  receiving  mental  instruction  than  in 
performing  manual  work.  Your  Committee  are 
convinced  of  the  correctness  of  this  opinion,  and  in 
consequence  the  pupils  are  now  employed  more  in  the 
Schoolrooms  and  less  in  the  Workshops,  those  under 
twelve  years  of  age  devoting  nearly  the  whole  of  their 
time  to  instruction ; the  seniors  also  a considerable 
portion.  The  office  of  teaching  is  entrusted  to  the 
Lady  Superintendent  and  Governesses. 

The  chief  object  in  arranging  the  employment  of 
the  Blind  is  to  give  them  such  information  and  teach 
them  such  kinds  of  work  as  may  best  conduce  to  their 
advantage  when  they  leave  this  place.  Acting  upon 
this  principle  the  time  employed  in  the  making  of  fine 
baskets  has  been  diminished  and  more  devoted  to 
knitting  and  other  kinds  of  work  in  wool,  for  which 
there  is  always  ample  demand ; this  is  also  a kind  of  work 
in  which  the  Blind  can  always  employ  themselves 
without  requiring  much  aid  from  those  around  them.. 
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The  change  to  which  attention  is  more  particularly 
called  is  that  in  the  study  and  cultivation  of  music 
amongst  the  pupils.  It  has  long  been  recognized,  and 
more  “especially  in  Franco  and  Germany,  that  when 
Blind  persons  possess  moderate  natural  ability 
appreciating  music  then  the  study  of  music  is  the  best 
employment  to  which  they  can  devote  themselves.  In 
the  year  1830  Mr.  Barrett  commenced  teaching  the 
pupils  in  this  Institution,  the  object  at  first  being  only 
to  enable  them  to  join  in  the  music  of  the  Chapel 
services.  He  soon  found  in  some  of  them  an  aptitude 
and  desire  for  extended  knowledge.  His  plans  of 
instruction  were  formed  and  developed  continuously 
with  the  advancing  skill  of  his  pupils,  and  he  succeeded 
in  training  out  of  them  a large  number  of  singers  and 
organists  of  no  mean  merit,  who  attracted  largely  the 
attendance  of  the  inhabitants  of  Clifton  and  Bristol  to 
the  Monday  musical  performances,  at  length  causing 
the  erection  of  this  building  in  which  we  are  now 
assembled,  the  room  provided  within  the  Asylum  walls 
having  become  too  small  for  the  habitual  number  of 
visitors. 


Mr.  Barrett’s  means  of  instruction  were  all  oral,  their 
efficiency  largely  depending  on  the  memory  of  the 
pupil.  The  use  of  raised  typo  for  the  Blind  which 
could  be  read  with  the  fingers  was  so  far  cultivated  in 
this  Institution  that  a particular  type  was  long  known 
as  the  Bristol  type,  and  attempts  were  also  made  to 
print  the  usual  musical  stave  with  its  notes  in  raised 
type  but  without  success.  The  Blind  had  no  means  of 
writing  music  for  themselves,  and  the  means  for 
ordinary  writing  could  hardly  be  called  very  successful . 

In  the  year  1834,  M.  Louis  Braille,  a blind  pupil  at 
the  Institut  des  jeuni  s aveugles  in  Paris,  devised  a 
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system  of  point  characters  which  can  be  used  either  for 
ordinary  writing  or  for  forming  a musical  notation. 
With  these  characters  the  Blind  can  readily  write  from 
dictation  either  ordinary  verbal  sentences  or  what  to 
them  is  of  even  more  importance  the  notes  of  a musical 
composition.  This  system  soon  replaced  all  others  in 
Prance,  and  was  more  or  less  adopted  in  Belgium, 
Germany,  and  also  in  America ; at  length  it  is  being 
used  in  England,  and  thanks  to  the  energy  of  the  Lady 
Superintendent  of  this  Institution  is  now  getting  to 
be  understood  and  used  by  the  Pupils. 

A moment’s  consideration  will  point  out  its  value. 
A blind  hearer  can  take  notes  of  the  words  of  a speaker, 
as  is  done  by  a well  known  Member  of  Parliament.  A 
Blind  Musician  can  copy  the  music  dictated  by  his 
teacher,  and  refer  to  his  writing  whenever  his  memory 
fails.  Of  the  value  of  such  a system  of  characters 
there  can  be  but  one  opinion.  The  Blind  having  now 
this  powerful  aid  to  their  study,  your  Committee  are  of 
opinion  that  opportunities  for  a higher  education  should 
be  given  them,  and  the  cultivation  of  any  musical 
ability  they  may  possess  promoted. 

To  carry  out  this  intention  they  have  increased  the 
salary  of  their  Professor  of  Music  in  order  to  gain  for 
the  Pupils  a much  larger  amount  of  his  time  and 
attention.  They  have  also  engaged  lady  teachers 
competent  to  give  instruction  generally,  and  also  in 
music,  that  the  directions  of  the  Professor  may  be 
efficiently  carried  out.  In  addition,  Mr.  G'ockram  has 
also  been  engaged  for  giving  instruction  in  pianoforte 
tuning,  this  being  found  a most  suitable  employment 
for  those  of  the  Blind  possessing  the  necessary  aptitude 
for  learning  the  art. 

Mr.  Barrett,  owing  to  failing  health,  was  obliged  to 
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relinquish  the  office  ho  had  so  long  and  efficiently  filled. 
Tie  was  succeeded  hy  Mr.  Alfred  Stone,  whose  musical 
career  is  too  well  known  to  require  other  mention  than 
the  expression  of  the  great  regret  at  his  death  felt  hv 
his  friends  and  the  musical  public  of  Bristol,  and  also 
in  particular  the  loss  this  Institution  has  sustained. 
Mr.  Samuel  Bootham  has  been  chosen  as  his  successor, 
and  is  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office  with  enei  gy , 
availing  himself  of  the  Braille  character  and  other 
aids  at  command  for  securing  the  permanent  effect  oi 
his  teaching.  His  connection  with  the  Institution  is  so 
recent  that  he  prefers  deferring  a report  till  the  next 
year,  when  we  may  hope  for  an  account  of  results 
already  promising. 


Many  thanks  are  due  to  our  Honorary  Surgeon, 
Mr.  Prichard,  always  ready  in  case  of  need,  and  not 
only  so,  but  for  the  great  care  he  has  taken  for  the 
health  of  the  pupils,  with  many  of  whom  we  need 
hardly  say  that  blindness  is  only  one  of  the  forms  in 
which  a generally  unhealthy  condition  manifests  itself. 
With  such  patients  a long  continued  medical  treatment 
can  often  effect  great  benefit,  and  there  are  now  pupils 
in  this  Institution  who  we  may  hope  will  remember 
with  gratitude  the  attention  they  are,  and  for  the  past 
year  have  been  receiving.  Mr.  Prichard  gave  a full 
report  last  year ; he  proposes  passing  over  the  present, 
and  to  tell  us  particulars  of  bis  patients  in  tho  next. 

It  now  remains  to  mention  the  number  of  Pupils  and 
their  industrial  productions.  The  year  commenced 
with  14  male  and  14  female  pupils,  1 male  left,  and 
6 were  admitted,  2 females  left,  and  3 were  admitted, 
so  there  were  at  the  close  of  the  year  34  pupils  in  the 
Asylum  ; there  were  also  1 1 ont-door  workers. 

A general  good  condition  of  health  has  prevailed 
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through  the  year,  nor  has  any  individual  suffered  from 
senous  accident  of  any  kind. 


The  amount  received  for  articles  sold  was  £K49  7s 
against  J927  7s.  5d.  in  the  preceding  year,  showing  a 
deci ease  of  £/8  Os.  ad.  To  account  for  this  failin'*  off 
there  lias  no  doubt  been  a diminution  of  producin'* 
power  owing  to  the  modification  in  the  employment  of 
the  pupils  already  explained ; but  on  the  former  system 
the  receipts  would  probably  not  have  been  increased 
considering  the  diminished  demand  for  articles  in  nearly 
every  branch  of  manufacture.  The  Trade  Master  has 
in  no  instance  been  obliged  to  turn  away  an  order  from 
inability  to  execute  it,  added  to  which  it  would  have 
been  possible  to  get  more  out-door  blind  workers  had 
there  been  employment  for  them. 


Two  former  pupils  have  given  concerts  in  this  room, 
and  with  marked  success.  The  pupils  attended  on 
both  occasions.  They  have  also  been  admitted  to 
concerts  by  the  Festival  Committee  and  the  Clifton 
Orchestral  Union.  Pianos  no  longer  of  service  to  their 
owners  are  most  acceptable  gifts  to  this  Institution, 
and  more  especially  so  now  that  piano-tuning  has 
become  an  employment  of  the  pupils. 


The  Committee  have  to  thank  Mr.  Charles  Eleeek 
for  a useful  collection  of  books  affording  subjects  for 
entertaining  and  instructive  reading  to  the  pupils. 
They  would  suggest  that  books,  and  often  a look  no 
longer  required  by  the  owner  may  contain  matter 
suiting  it  for  doing  good  work  in  the  hands  of  a reader 
to  the  pupils  in  this  Institution. 
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THE  CHAPLAIN’S  REPORT. 


In  presenting  another  Annual  Report  I have  much  pleasure 
in  observing  that  the  past  year  compares  very  favourably  with 
the  preceding ; whilst  the  one  was  a period  of  change  and 
unsettledness,  the  year  just  closed  has  been  marked  by  steady 
and  decided  progress.  The  female  pupils,  as  usual,  were 
presented  in  two  classes  ; the  seuior  class,  with  two  exceptions, 
passed  very  creditably  in  the  Book  of  Genesis  and  the  Second 
of  Kings  ; whilst  the  junior  class,  with  the  exception  of  one 
but  recently  admitted,  and  another  who  has  but  little  mental 
capacity,  passed  very  well  in  the  Gospel  of  St.  Mark. 

The  boys  also  were  divided  into  two  classes,  the  first  of 
which,  with  but  one  exception,  showed  a very  fair  acquaintance 
with  the  Book  of  Genesis  and  the  Gospel  of  St.  Mark  ; the 
second  class,  consisting  of  the  younger  boys  and  those  recently 
admitted,  answered  a few  leading  questions  in  the  same 
Gospel. 

I notice  with  satisfaction  a general  improvement  in  reading, 
several  of  the  pupils  doing  so  with  tolerable  facility  ; one  boy 
in  particular  read  with  ease  and  correctness. 


The  weekly  Catechetical  Lecture  has  been  regularly  con- 
tinued ; the  pupils  have  come  to  the  Service  clean  and  neatly 
dressed,  whilst  the  regular  attendance  of  all  the  teachers  and 
domestics  of  the  Institution  has  presented  a very  pleasing  and 
marked  improvement  when  compared  with  former  years. 

In  response  to  a notice  publicly  given  in  the  Chapel  twelve 
of  the  pupils  voluntarily  presented  themselves  as  candidates 
for  confirmation,  two  of  them  subsequently  withdrew,  the  rest 
having  been  duly  instructed,  were  confirmed  by  the  Bishop  of 
the  Diocese  in  St.  James’  Church  ; most  of  the  newly  confirmed 
have  become  communicants. 


The  improvement  during  the  past  year  has  been  decided 
and  encouraging.  I trust  that,  with  His  blessing,  without 
which  our  labour  is  in  vain,  the  Institution  may  become 
increasingly  efficient  in  promoting  both  the  moral  uud  spiritual 
welfare  ot  those  who  are  placed  within  its  influence.
